Three hundred years ago 


It was 300 years ago, in late 
August or early September that 
the first military veterans were 
returning home, from the wars to 
Wilmington. There was no 
Wilmington then. They were 
returning home to Woburn. 

One was William Butter. The 
other, traditionally, was a Buck, 
first name unknown. The Buck 
family have a tradition that 
someone from that family has 
served in every war in which the 
Colony of Massachusetts Bay, or 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts took part. 

The writer is not prepared to 
prove that the Buck family had 
some member in that war which 
ended 300 years ago, but it can be 
proven that William Butter. did 
serve in that war. 

William Butter was a Scot, an 
ex-prisoner of war. In the after- 
math of the civil wars, in Great 
Britain, he had become a prisoner 
of the Cromwell forces, and had 
been sold as an indentured servant 
to someone in Massachusetts Bay, 
probably a Woburn farmer. He 
had probably earned his freedom 
by 1663 or 1664. In 1665 it is 
definitely known he had a home in 
what is now Wilmington. 

King Philip's War was a rough 
one. King Philip, the son of the 
Massasoit who was the friend of 
the Pilgrims, was a Wampanoag. 
The Wampanoag Indians were in- 
habitants of the southeastern part 
of Massachusetts, and of Rhode 
Island, as the geography of New 
England is today. 

In the easterly part of Middlesex 
County were the Wamesits, and 
the Saugus Indians, both being sub- 
tribes of the Massachusetts. 
Traditionally the Wamesits lived 
in Tewksbury, along the 
Merrimack River, but that 
Tewksbury is the town of 200 years 
ago. Part of their home is now in 
what is Lowell, near the falls of 
the Merrimack. 

The Saugus Indians - well there 
is a town of that name. That gives 
an idea where they lived. 

The Wampanoag Indians have 
recently been in the news. Some of 
the descendants of that tribe, liv- 
ing in Mashpee, are pressing for 
the return of certain land which 
they say is their inheritance, and 
was wrongfully taken from them. 
They could be right. 

Radio announcers use three 
syllables to pronounce their name. 
As it was used many years ago 


there were four syllables and the 
last four letters were divided into 
two parts - thus: no - ag. 

There was a ship in the US. 
Navy, in 1866, which was named 
after that tribe. It was the USS 
Wampanoag - pronounced Wam - 
pa - no - ag. She was the fastest 
ship in the world, and could steam 
at 18 knots, for over 24 hours. The 
British government settled the 
Alabama claims, after the Civil 
War because the U.S. Navy had a 
ship that could catch up to any ship 
in the world. 

After the British had shown their
